ANGELUS BELL 

Have you noticed the chapel bell ringing at noon and at 6 p.m.? The practice of 
ringing the chapel bell at 6 a.m., noon, and 6 p.m. dates back to the 13th century as 
a devotion to Mary.

SOME FACTS AND INFORMATION. . . 
ALCOHOL CONTENT: 

The alcohol content varies in different drinks and will vary in the amount of 
time it takes to be eliminated from the body. 

For example, one beer=l oz. 80 proof alcohol and constitutes one drink; one beer is 
referred to as 12 oz. and constitutes one drink. 2 ozs. of 20% wine constitutes.'. 
one drink — 3 ozs. of 12% wine constitutes one drink. 

ALCOHOL IS BURNED UP BY THE BODY AT .015% per hour in the following way: 

No. of hours since starting drink 12 3 4 5 6 

Percent alcohol burned up .015 .030 .045 .060 .075 .090 

For Example: Each person's absorption rate varies depending on: the amount of 
food in their stomach, their body weight, inherited tolerance for alcohol, how 
quickly the alcohol was consumed, and the person's mood. 

3 ozs. of vodka, 3 beers, or a large glass of wine will take anywhere from 
2 hours to 6% hours to be eliminated by the body. When table wine and beer are 
drunk with meals, the time it takes for the body to eliminate the alcohol will be 
less. 

STATE LAWS: 

Students, faculty and staff are expected to know and abide by state laws regulating 

alcoholic beverages which include the following: 

"Every person who sells, furnishes, gives, or causes to be sold, furnished, or 
given away any alcoholic beverage to any person under the age of 21 is guilty of 
a misdemeanor. Business and Professional Code , Section 25662." 

"Any person under the age of 21 years who possesses an alcoholic beverage on 
any street or highway or in any public place or in any place open to the public is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. Business and Professional Code , Section 25662." 

SIDE EFFECTS OF ALCOHOL AND ITS IMMEDIATE CHANGES: 

1. Mood Changes may include: euphoria, loss of inhibitions, relaxation. 

2. Bodily Changes may include: feeling of warmth, possible blurred vision, and change 
in speech to sound fuzzy or unclear, motor coordination impaired, blackout when 
sever ly intoxicated to drowsiness when small amounts have been ingested, frequent 
urination, impaired muscle control, slowed reaction time, amnesia when 

sever ly intoxicated. 

PERTINENT STATISTICS: 

**50% of all fatal accidents occurring on the roads involve alcohol. 

**80% of all college discipline action involves abuse of alcohol or related-behavior. 

Alcohol is the first most commonly used drug among adolescents.
